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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Goshen: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my first annual 
report. This summary of your school situation is based on 
information gathered from your schools since October 
first. | 


Goshen is rather fortunate in being able to centralize 
her school activities at three centers. Many towns hav- 
ing no more pupils have to support them in more school 
units. It is very evident that as long as the population is 
distributed as at present it will not be possible or desir- 
able to attempt to disturb the present arrangement. 
Consolidation for a town like yours may be talked and 
proposed at different times but it is my experience that 
those who suggest it are not acquainted with all conditions 
that obtain at all times of year. 


MAINTENANCE OF THE SCHOOL PLANT 


Some much needed repairs and changes have been 
made at school number five during the past year. The ar- 
rangement of the school room as well as the seats urgent- 
ly need attention as soon as possible. The present light- 
ing of the school room is very unsatisfactory. These 
changes need not entail a large expence. 


Another sadly needed change at this school is to pro- 
vide a ‘suitable playground for the children. My first im- 
pression and memory of this school was to the effect that 
the children had been playing in the road and were some- 
what bruised and bleeding from the experience. The 
teacher informed me that it was only the usual condition 
that I was observing. Provision for this playground 
should be of first importance at all the schools. 


The Center school house and room seem to be very 
adequate for the needs there. As soon as the blackboard 
is installed the school’s necessities will be well cared for. 
At the Mill Village school the plant and playground facil- 
ities are very adequate. This school was sadly in need of 
usable blackboard space. This matter is already being 
remedied. 
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PROMOTIONS: 


Whenever a normal child attends school regularly 
for a school year it is entirely reasonable for the parents 
to expect them to be advanced one year in the grades. 
This can usually readily be done if the working equip- 
ment of the school is provided and satisfactorily organ- 
ized. I placed in the hands of the teachers early in the 
fall, at the first teachers’ meeting to be held by me in 
the Union, a list of all the text book materialsin use in the 
chools. When these were properly arranged according 
to the grade of difficulty of each book, I found that several 
necessary books were missing from the several grades. 
These were written into the outline and purchased for 
theschools. At the end of the year, witha full complement 
of properly graded materials in the hands of all pupils, 
I shall expect results which will merit almost uniform 
promotions. This will not only be pleasing to the patrons 
of the schools but to the teachers and to me. 


The schools exist primarily for the pupils and I desire 
for nothing to stand in the way of their advancement 
which we can reasonably provide. Retardation and non- 
promotions are waste in education and we should do all 
in our power to prevent them. To successfully bring this 
about it is the duty of the superintendent to provide cap- 
able teachers which is imperative due to the state require- 
ments. It is incumbent upon us to properly equip the 
schools for getting results. These things being done it 
becomes imperative for us to see that the children make 
the school their business and for us to help them to make 
_ that business a success which in turn is good training 
for the later out-of-school activities in life. 


It has been a pleasure for me to work for the schools 
of Goshen as no obstacle has been put in my way for do- 
ing the work properly for which Iam very grateful. I 
have not had the pleasure of meeting many of the town’s 
citizens but my dealings with what few I have met have 
been of the pleasantest nature. 
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I am formulating plans fora Gala Day during the 


last week of school at which time we can all meet at 
some suitable central place in town where the several 
schools will present the forenoon’s entertainment. A 
picnic lunch will be in order for the noon recess and the 
afternoon will be spent in sports and social activities. 
I choose to call this day ‘‘Flag Day’’ as it usually falls 
on or near that day, the twelfth of June. 

Iam presenting, herewith, a tentative school calendar 
which it may be necessary to revise due to weather or 
traveling conditions. However, we will try to conform 
to it. A week or so, one way or the other on the opening 
or closing of schools can readily be made to accommodate 
the local demands of the neighborhood. 


It is my plan and desire to organize the schools of 
Goshen so they will be a source of satisfaction and plea- 
sure to all concerned. By the continuance of the splendid 
support I have received to date and by concerted action 
on the part of all. I can see noreason why we should not 
have schools that will produce results adequate to all our 
Educational requirements and this without imposing a 
burden on anyone.
